SUGAR BILL CHANGES,

Tho sugar bill, as agreed upon, s amended
B0 as to provide for a duty of 40 per cent
stralght on sugar without any differential on
refined sugar or any extra duty on sugar
fmported from countries paying a bounty—
fn other words, It is the new tarlit bill rate
minus the differentiae. It is  the Jones
amendment except that his amendment pro-
wvided for only 30 per cent, The idea of the
doemocratic members of the commiltce |s
that this rate will furnish suMelent revenue
withopt giving the Sugar trust any ad-
vantages.

The coal bill was amended so as o pro-
vide fer reolprocity on this article by tho ad-
mission free of duty coal from couniries
which admit conl from this country free.
Coal imporied trom countries that fmpose a
duty on our ocal is to be made dutiable at

the rate In existence when this bill shall
go into effeel.
The amendment to the barbed wire hill

provides for the Iree admission of barbed
wire and a1l other fencing wire, and the rods
from which they are made.

The free lron ore bill {8 not amended. The
republican members of the committee offered
amendments of thelr own to the bill,  One

HIS WIFE HEARD THE SHOT.

Mysterious Death of Alva R, Smith in Lin-
